Calumet, Mich., Dec. 29.—The in- 


quest into the cause of the Italian hall 
panic, 
in Calumet, 
Christmas eve, 


which cost the lives of seventy-two 
men, women and children, held the 
center of interest in the copper coun- 
try strike district today. 


When 
Coroner 
William 
Fisher 
-called the inquest, in the town hall 
the room was crowded to capacity. A 
half dozen' witnesses testified, includ- 
ing Mrs. Annie Clemens, leader 
of 
the AVomen's Auxiliary of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, the organi- 
zation which, was distributing Christ- 
mas gifts to the children when the 
panic in Italian hall broke out. 
Deny General Humor. 
The testimony of the witnesses con 
tradicted the generally circulated ru- 
mor that a man wearing .a Citizen's 
Alliance button 
had rushed up the 
stairs and shouted "fire" and 
that 
deputies stood at the foot of the stairs 
and beat back those coming out of 
the hall. 
All testified to the effect 
that they had not seen any man wear- 
ing a Citizen's Alliance button come 
up the steirs nor any person in the 
hall wearing such a button. 
Mrs. Clemens has been generally 
said to have been one of those who 
persistently circulated the report that 
the man who gave the false alarm of 
fire wore an Alliance button, but on 
the stand she disclaimed any knowl- 
edge of that kind and asserted she 
had seen no one affiliated with the 
Citizen's Alliance, an organization op- 
posed to the strike, come into the 
hall. 


Describes Experience. 
Mrs. Teresa Sizer, the only v.-itness 
who saw the 
man 
who yelled her 
"fjre" described her experience graph- 
ically. 
She was standing on a table 
near the stage trying 
to restrain a 
rush of children towa,rd the Christmas 
tree. When she heard the alarm she 
jumped from 
the 
table, ran to the 
man and grasped him by the shoul- 
ders, "Man, man, what 
are you 
doing?" 


"There is a fire." he replied. 
"Xo. no, keep still," said Mrs. Sizer 
and tried vainly to force him into a 
chair. All in the 
back 
of the hall 
•were rushing towards 
the exit and 
the panic was beginning to spread to 
those about 
the 
stage. 
Mrs. Sizer 
quit arguing with the man, ran upon 
the platform and began to play loud- 
ly upon the piano. Then the piano be- 
gan to die. down. 


-"••'-"-'-Wo'rer No 'Button! 
Mrs. Sizer described the man as of 
medium height, and dressed in dark 
clothes and'had 
a dark moustache. 
She said he wofe no button or other 
insignia and was 
not 
near the en- 
trance of the hall-when she first heard 
his voice. 


The coroner's inquest began here 
today and the grand jury investiga- 
tion is expected to begin tomorrow at 
Hancock, where Moyer was assaulted 
and put aboard a Chicago bound train. 
John B. Denmore, a solicitor for the 
department of labor, is expected here 
today to make an investigation for the 
government of the strike of the copper 
miners. Before reaching here he will 
consult with Gov. Ferris at Big Rapids. 
Gathering

evidence as to the 
identity of the men 
who 
escorted 
President Moyer out of Hancock- Fri- 
day night was continued by strike lead- 
ers. 
The man who shot at the first 
false alarm of fire thereby causing the 
panic at the Christmas "tree celebra- 
tion for the children of the striking 
miners is still uncaught. Union men 
intimated, however, that they have a 
clew as to his identity and that an 
arrest may be made soon. 


Hold Conference.

in Far-off Manuchuria, 


.December 4th. 


Carlisle Lowell Hibbard. 


Carlisle Lowell Hibbard was born 
in janesville, December 20, 1904, and 
died at Dairen, Manchuria, December 
4, ,1913. , He was the son oE Rev. and 
Mrs. 
Hibbard. His mother, formerly 
"Susie" Lowell, is the daughter of 
Mr; and Mrs. E. W. Lowell of the 
first ward. The cablegram, announc- 
ing the death of the little grandson, 
came as a great shock to Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Lowell, and they have anxiously 
awaited 
for particulars, which are 
contained in the following letter from 
Mr. Hibbard, who refers to his little 
boy as "Buz," the familiar household 
title. The letter was not written for 
publication, but Mr. and 'Mrs. Hibbard 
have a wide acquaintance, and many 
friends who are interested in them as 
missionary workers, 
to whom the 
message 
will come as a personal 
message. 


Dear Friends: 


Your messages of sympathy were 
very helpful and I think nov.' you will 
want to know more about the circum- 
stances under which Buz left us. 
When Sydney was here two weeks 
ago today Buz was usually well and 
seemed to enjoy our little excursion 
to the beach with all his usual inter- 
est. 
Just before we got home I saw 
that he seemed cold and took him 
under my coat until we left the car 
when I sent him home on a run. Sun- 
day he seemed well but in the even- 
ing at supper he said he was cold 
and I sent Mm u'p to bed 
T think it 
was Monday that he had a slight sore 
throat and we sent him to the doctor. 
The doctor said it was nothing, but 
if he had any fever to let him know. 
Buz showed no fever but had a slight 
sore throat for two more clays and 
stayed in bed nearly all the time. 
Thanksgiving day he was'apparently 
ivsite well and we wrapped him up 
and sent him to the doctor in a rik- 
isha. The doctor said he was quite 
all right 
and 
could 
join in 
our 
Thanksgiving celebration as that hap- 
pened to be the 27th. We had all the 
available Americans, fourteen or fif- 
teen counting the babies, and had a 
good day. I remember Buz was quiet 
but he seemed to have a good time, 
ate his dinner well, and in the after- 
noon kept asking for candy until 1 
thought he had enough and shut down 
on it. 


'M^'morhifrg of the 2Sth. he did not 
feel well and stayed in bed. He com- 
plained of his throat and was nause- 
ated. Jean went out on some errands 
and when she got back he had just 
been having a hard vomiting spell. 
Of course we had the doctor and be 
said it was laryngitis. We had al- 
ready isolated him. We feared diph- 
theria 
and 
the 
doctor 
made all 
^reparations including serum, .etc.. 
but 
no 
diphtheria 
symptoms;., de- 
veloped. 
His throat was very'-H3ore 
and he was nauseated constantly', .but 
he had no fever or only a degre^ or 
so at certain hours. He was unable 
to keen, nourishment and sometfines 
even the medicines. 
His pulse!.jvas 
not good. For a time Sunday after- 
noon he breathed very hard but a lit- 
tle later the membrane in his tliroat 
broke 
and he breathed easier. ; At 
times he was very restless, throwing 
himself about the 
bed. 
.lean was 
with 'htm constantly, never undress- 
ing, 
and 
scarcely' sleeping though 
from that time we had 
a trained 
nurse and later two. I stayed : with 
the other children until we sent them 
to a neighbors. 
;-. 


Monday night midnight when I was 
down stairs fixing the fires Jean :came 
down and said that he was very>r'est- 
less and unable to keep his medicine. 
At once T was. on. the point of going 
for the doctor but she said they •f.'ould 
try the .'medicine once more. .They 
did and Buz kept it and later went to 
sleep. About four o'clock Jean called 
me and said that his pulse was'^very 
bad. 
I went for the doctor with ail 
speed and it was not long before I 
had him at the house, but by that 
time Buz was better. At six I'called 
Dr. Miyoshi, one of our directors, and 
he called a throat specialist from the 
hospital. All things considered I sup- 
pose these men were not only the 
best,.a vail able but were highly quali- 
fied. They confirmed the diagnosis of 
Dr. Krakowsky 
and 
approved 
his 
treatment making only slight altera- 
tions and all after consultation agree- 
ing to add certain drugs to his medi- 
cine... .They began camphor hypoder- 
mics to keep up his heart. To these 
he did not resnond and things looked 
very bad all the morning. I had in- 
terpreted at the consultation so I un- 
derstood what was needed and Jean 
being-worn out and discouraged T took 
hold with ,one of the nurses while the 
other slept. Me made a bonny fight. 
As he bad no fever his mind was per- 
fectly clear all the time. 
He hated 
the., beef tea and other : things that 
we wanted to give-him to keep up his 
strength, but when I explained how 
necessary it was 
he gulped them 
down a spoonful at a time and if they 
came 
up he 
kept his mouth fast 
closed and swallowed again though to 
swallow made him cry out with pain. 
He kept his medicines 
and 
some 
nourishment. 
The nurse and I both 
thous'-' he was better. 
I told Jean 
so. Y.'hen the doctor came in again 
he .as not pleased. Soon Dr. Miyoshi 
came in and he, too, shook his head. 
They decided to give a big salt in- 
jection in the evening and Dr. K— 
went out to make preparation. 
Mr. 
Hibbercl, 
the 
church 
of 
England 
clergyman, had offered to baptize Buz 
it we wished it and we decided to 
have it done. He came in and talked 
with Buz and performed the cere- 
mony. 
After he left 
the 
room Dr. 
Miyoshi was standing on one side of 
Buz and the nurse 
on 
the other 
watching his pulse. I was near the 
foot of the lied. The nurse spoke to 
Buz several limes but lie did not an- 
swer though his lips were movinpr; 
then he looked at her and said in 
Japanese. "I was praying." Soon, he 
became very restless again throwing 
his arms and even his whole body 
about. 
He was fully conscious. Tin; 
doctor, Miyoshi. had not left, and he 
increased the camphor injections and 
used oth.er drugs from his own ca.se, 
but Buz did not rally at all. When 
he went Jean and I were beside him 
and after he was unablo. to 
speak 
when I ;•;; oke to him ho squeezed our 
hands and then he was at rest. 
We had the funeral and cremation 
on Thursday. 
It was all very quiet 
and natural. ^--- 
r-if>nds were more 
kind 
than 
I 
coulj have imagined 
would be possible 
Everything was 
made easy for us.. At first I thought 
it must be unbearable and the first 
night was terrible, but the peace of 
God stole into our hearts 
and 
we 
were given absolute assurance that 
Buz is alive with God. Since then 
it has been much easier 
Jean has 
borne up 
wonderfully 
and 
Esther 
seems even more wonderful. 
There was no one whose sympathy 
touched me like,that of'some of the 
very bumble people to "whom Buz 'had 
been courteous. Tn 
the 
kitchen I. 
found the man who keeps the res- 
taurant at the Y. *M". 0. A., a veteran 
of Port Arthur.'with the tears run- 
ning down his haor'i as ho said. "Buz 
•was always so respectful to me,'1 - AM 


old man, a painter who did some work 
for me in the summer, came to the 
kitchen door and when I went out to 
see him he spoke very tenderly. He 
is a Roman Catholic and the servants 
told me that he had stood by the 
door praying for twenty minutes be- 
fore they sent for me. The keepers 
of the lodging house at the corner 
where Buz passed many times a day 
sent down a yen with a word of sym- 
pathy. There were many such. 
I find great comfort in the thought 
that he had already made his charac- 
ter determining choices and that so 
far as he personally is concerned an- 
other sixty years of life would have 
been like the tedious working out of 
a, problem in mathematics when you 
have decided on tl:.e method. Pie will 
work it out better where he- is.

Increased 


National Bison Herd Sending 


Animals to Dakota Park. 


IOJ-BU1AL TO THB UAfcETTB.J 


Washington, Dec. 27.-—A new herd 


of bison has just been established by 
the Agricultural Department. There 
are now live herds under government 
supervision, totaling a few more than 
330 animals. The new herd was pro- 
cured by the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of the American Bison, from the 
Bronx Park herd in New York City, 
and was shipped to Wind Cave Nation- 
al Park, in South Dakota. 
This latest acquisition includes 15 
animals, 
the 
youngest 
being two 
years old. 
Forty acres of the park 
have been fenced for a pasture. 
The 
size will be greatly increased next 
spring. Hay will be provided for the 
herd during the winter, as the grass 
on the forty acre space will very soon 
be eaten off. Contracts will soon be 
let for fencing four thousand acres of 
the ten thousand comprising this na- 
tional 
reservation, 
and 
the 
herd 
turned loose in it next spring, after 
which they will forage for ther own 
food altogether. 
Latest figures furnished, place the 
number of bison in the United States 
and Canada at more than 2,000. A few 
years ago less than a hundred were 
known 
to exist in the world. 
One 
government herd, started in 1909 with 
37 animals, has increased to 96. 


The bison herd owned by the gov- 
ernment are now distributed in "Wind 
Cave National 
Park, 
Niobrara Na- 
tional Park, Nebraska, Montana Na- 
tional Park, and Wichita Forest Re 
serve, in Kansas and Oklahoma. 
The largest herd owned by the gov-

The Calumet tragedy of Christmas 


eve v.-as a. repetition, of the Iroquois 
fire, and while the loss of life was 
not as large, the experience was re- 
peated in all its frightful details. The 
little audience in the Calumet thea- 
tre was composed of foreigners' fam- 
ilies, representing half a dozen differ- 
ent races. 
They were poor people, 


many of them poverty-stricken 
be- 


cause of idleness on account of the 
long continued strike. 
These sorrow-stricken 
homes, how- 


ever, were American homes, and the 
great heart of a common brotherhood 
responded to the touch of sympathy, 
which sought expression in all avail- 
able channels. 
A fund of twenty-five 


thousand dollars for aid and relief, 
was speedily raised, and the amount 
would have been doubled but for the 
fact that the sufferers were instruct- 
ed to accept no aid except from labor 
organizations. 
These deplorable conditions reveal 


the bitterness of feeling which has 
developed 
in the strike which has 
cursed the copper country for many 
months. The 
responsibility for 
a 


class hatred so intense, is a grave 
responsibility, and the poor victims 
who suffer are not accountable. 


The cause of the strike was a fool- 


ish grievance created by agitators. 
Wage scales were satisfactory, but 
the'men were induced to believe that 
recognition of the union was more 
important than all else, and when 
this was refused they walked out. 


The labor agitator always finds a 


fertile field where ignorance 
and 


prejudice 
prevail, and the 
copper 


miners were easily influenced, but 
this last move is a dastardly proposi- 
tion, which 
should be 
freely 
de- 


nounced. 
The Lake Superior copper mines 


have been in successful operation for 
many years, and they will continue 
to be operated for years to conie. 
They have furnished steady employ- 
ment, at good wages, to a contented 
little army of workmen. 


The men who own the mines, and 


the men who operate 
them, 
are 


neither knaves nor fools. When suf- 
fering and sorrow comes to their em- 
ployes, they are ready to help them, 
and their 
quick response 
to the 


tragedy which cost so many lives was 
natural and spontaneous.

its purpose is a crime.

If they do. they will be employed by 
the same companies that they have 
deserted. 


They will discover in time that

across the open grave, with the only 
men who are in position to give per- 
manent relief.

Some packers will loosely pack and 
then apply heat 
until fermentation 
starts when it will be graded and 
condensed into regular packings. Olh 
ers will wait two or three days after 
the tobacco come? from the" sorting 
tables before it is tied in hands and 
packed. 
Many packers will also re 


sort to bulking before packing, while 
forced sweating of crops as fast as re 
ceived will be resorted to in man 
cases. 


Northern crops are already being 
received in tlie warehouses 
and in 


fairly good condition. However, care 
will have to be taken in handling i 
and while several of the warehouses 
will start up directly they will not be 
working full force for several weeks 
or until the local crop is able to be 
handled by good casing weather. Some 
of the northern crops weighed in a 
between 1340 and 1850 per acre, and 
at the price paid it is safe to say 
these growers received as high as two 
hundred 
dollars 
per acre for theii 
crops. 
These early deliveries are re 
ceiving the cream of Die money paid 
and pocketing a handsome revenue for 
their summer's work.

LOVE the word "poise.-1 To me it is one of those words which sound like 
the quality they express—-like "peace," for instance; or "serenity," or 
"graciousness." And I love the quality the word stands for. To my 
mind it is a quality which the young people of this country need to cul- 
tivate more than almost any. 
The other day, at the- request of a little friend of mine, I went with her 
to call on some people whom she admires but stands in awe of. She is a 
very bright little girl, but nervous and self-conscious. 
Before we made- the 
call we had been discussing a new book and she had given me a most intelU- 


1 
gent appreciation of it. 
The same book came up for 
discussion at her friend's home and what was my sur- 
prise to hear h.er say that she did not like it, and make 
a childish comment upon it which was exactly opposite 
.to what she-.had previously said. 


Afterwards I asked Her what had made her change 
her mind so suddenly. "I didn't change my mind at 
all," she answered; "that was just because I was nerv- 
ous. She asked me about it unexpectedly and I said 
the first thing that came into my head, 
f didn't mean 
to say that and 1 was ashamed afterwards. But that's 
the way I do when I'm nervous.' I say the first thing 
that comes into my head and I'm often surprised at 
the things I hear myself saying." 


Now, 
poise was what tliat girl needed. With a 
little better balance, a proper hold on herself, and a 
more thorough control of her faculties she could have 
made a good impression. As it was, I am afraid she 
made a poor one. for she showed her lack of poise not 
only by saying things she didn't mean, but by talking 
too fas't and too much, by laughing too loudly, and by 
moving restlessly about in. her chair and playing con- 


tinually with a chain she wore instead of sitting at ease and letting her 
hands rest quietly on the broad chair arms as her gracious and well-poised 
hostess did. 
I think a great many young people—and older people, too—fail to clo 
themselves justice at critical times because of this nervous lack of poise. 
They say things they don't mean and fail to say the intelligent things they 
are callable of; they make tactless remarks and commit breaches Of eti- 
quette; and all simply because they lose hold of themselves and scarcely 
know what they are doing. 
Learn to get hold of yourself. It is a necessary foundation for social 
success. When you see that you are losing yourself,-stop, take a long.breath 
and force yourself to regain your poise. Pause, it necessary, before speaking 
till you can collect your thoughts and know just what you want to say.' 
Speak slowly but get the right words. Don't fidget, .don't laugh or speak 
loudly, and DON'T be afraid; nobody is going to eat yon. Remember that 
underneath, these people of whom you are so much afraid are nothing but 
just folks. 
If you know the simple rules of etiquette (and if you don't you should 
cet a book tomorrow and study them) and if you cultivate the habit of poise, 
you will soon cgase to do yourself injustice when you most desire to appear 
at your best.

a day if necessary to soak off, -when it 
can be easily scraped clean. 


Egg stains on silver spoons may be 


quickly removed with a bit of salt on 
the flnger, rubbing wefl.

When one uses gas for cooking, the
